with the AIDS virus. According to Ben, most refugees at 
the camp seek solace from civil wars in Angola, the Congo 
and Rwanda. 

Ben said he always wanted to participate in a 
program like this, but ''never had the time or opportu- 
nity.'' Through friends, he was introduced to the FORGE 
program and the opportunity to serve in Meheba. 

Zambia is an arid country and the refugee camp is 
located in "very bare desert with rough terrain," he said. 

Ben has been developing an energy system that 
would allow the refugees to produce their own electricity 
by hooking bicycles to generators which would be hooked 
to special batteries. "I'm really interested in alternative 
energy," he added. 

An avid traveler, Ben has visited Hawaii, Mexico, 
Ireland, Europe, Costa Rica, and the Dominican Republic. 
He expects that his visit to Zambia will be a significant 
culture shock, but adds that he has prepared for the 
conditions he will face by researching the area and people 
there through the help of FORGE. 

Ben was accepted as one of nine FORGE East 
ambassadors for the Meheba Refugee Settlement last De- 
cember from over 100 applicants in the Boston area. The 
FORGE East ambassador team is made up of four under- 
graduate students from Northeastern University, three 
from Boston University and two from Harvard. 

FORGE was founded in 2003 by Stanford Uni- 
versity student Kjerstin Erickson.

trip to the African continent, Ms. Erickson came to believe 
that western university students are potentially great 
untapped allies in the struggle for international develop- 
ment. 

The Ambassador Program creates immediate, 
tangible impact in African refugee camps by implement- 
ing projects designed to educate, empower, and enrich the 
lives of young refugees. 

According to the FORGE website: "The Ambas- 
sador Program utilizes a highly-committed volunteer 
workforce representing the best of what today's univer- 
sity students have to offer the world.'' 

Before departing to Africa, FORGE Ambassadors 
spend six intense months in training — going through 
the processes of education, social entrepreneurship, and 
fundraising.

on community planning initiatives. 

The board stressed the ongoing need for more 
affordable housing in town, especially when ''there are 
many people who work for the town who can't afford to 
live here," according to Selectman Lombard.

to the Monday before July 4 before they took a vote on the 
matter. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Botelho noted the planned construction work on North 
Street has gone out to bid and they expect the work to 
begin sometime near the end of July or beginning of Au- 
gust.

man Andrews said. 

Both Selectman Lombard and Chairman Collyer 
suggested a compromise to have the work begin closer to 
the end of August, but not any later than September 15, if 
possible.

Attack Cat 

My one year old cat stalks me as I walk around the house and fre- 
quently attacks my ankles. He doesn't try to hurt me but how 
can I get him to stop this behavior? 

If your cat is an exclusively indoor pet, he may be exhibiting normal 
hunting behavior. Cats are natural predators and your cat is simply acting 
instinctively. Make a toy out of a ball of aluminum foil on a string tied to 
a stick. Try to get the cat to focus on hunting something other than your 
ankles. 

I have dragged a string on the floor that he will stalk but it doesn't 
seem to lessen the ankle attacks. Any other suggestions? 
First, I'd avoid letting your cat play with a simple piece of string. If he 
plays with string when you are not present and swallows some, it may 
require intestinal surgery to remove it. 

If your cat requires more play time than you can provide, consider adopt- 
ing a kitten. There is no guarantee that they will get along but since your 
cat is still young he will probably gladly accept a new playmate. Cause 
for Paws in Mattapoisett and Champs Shelter in Wareham as well as the 
Animal Rescue Leauge in New Bedford have many kittens available for 
adoption at this time of year.

pm by Chairman Bradford N. Morse. Also present were 
Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Daniel A. McGaffey, 
Town Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first went into Executive Session to 
discuss the status of various contract negotiations. Upon

'Teople in Business Care (PIBC) ... is a group of 
big companies that have core companies who give dona- 
tions to specific groups/' Ms. Eldridge said. "Back in No- 
vember, when one of the defibs for the Police Department 
broke, I wrote a letter to them and told them our goal was 
to have four defibs, one for each cruiser.

"It's been that way for 25 years ... back in the 
1980s there was no secretary and all the calls came to my 
home/' Mr. Francis said. ''A lot of people still call me at 
home (for town business)." 

"I don't have a problem with the cell phone, but 
I do have a problem with the home phone/' Chairman 
Morse said. 

"I can understand why you needed it (25 years 
ago), but with the cell phone I don't think you need both," 
Selectman McGaffey said. "We're trying to cut back on 
expenses here." 

With that, Mr. Francis agreed to have the home 
phone line disconnected, effective the beginning of the 
fiscal year on July 1. 

"Can you explain to me why your department 
needs uniforms?" Selectman McGaffey next asked. 

"It's for identification purposes," Mr. Francis said.

your department) ... for over $900/' Chairman Morse said.

Bird Island provides critical nesting habitat for 
about 22 percent of the northeast population of Roseate 
Terns, which are listed as Endangered at both the Federal 
and State levels of jurisdiction. ''Roseate Terns are listed as 
Endangered principally because of range contraction and 
secondarily because of declining numbers/' said biolo- 
gist Judith Johnson, of the Corps' New England District, 
Engineering / Planning Division. "Few suitable Roseate 
Tern nesting sites exist in Massachusetts or within the 
Northeast region as a whole. As a result, terns are highly 
concentrated into just a few sites." 

This concentration increases their vulnerability to 
threats such as habitat loss, oil spills, severe predation and 
storm events, and disease. "It is imperative that suitable 
nesting sites be restored and maintained so that as many 
alternate sites as possible are available in order to buffer 
the terns in case major threats materialize," Ms. Johnson 
said. "Loss of even one primary Roseate Tern nesting is- 
land could have severe consequences for this endangered 
population. The restoration of Bird Island presents an op- 
portunity to substantially increase the northeast popula- 
tion of Roseate Terns." 

Two Corps authorities are potentially applicable 
to the project: the Aquatic Ecosystem Restoration Author- 
ity and the Beneficial Uses of Dredged Material Authority. 

Bird Island measures approximately 3 acres in 
size, of which 1.5 acres of the island is above the elevation

The island is sur- 
rounded by a deteriorating revetment, which has allowed 
waves to erode its surface, lowering the ground elevation 
and changing it from sand and gravel with low herba- 
ceous vegetation to salt marsh and salt pannes. 

"This habitat alteration has reduced the area 
available for tern nesting,'' said project manager Larry 
Oliver, of the Corps' New England District, Engineer- 
ing/Planning Division. "The limited nesting area on Bird 
Island forces Roseate Terns to compete with Common 
Terns, its nesting associate, which is also listed as a Spe- 
cies of Special Concern in Massachusetts.

stability in order to increase numbers and productivity of 
both species of terns there/' Mr Oliver said. 'This habi- 
tat restoration project is considered essential to meet the 
short- and long-term goals of the Massachusetts Division 
of Fisheries and Wildlife Buzzards Bay tern restoration 
program and would be an important step in meeting the 
goals of the Federal Recovery Plan for the Northeastern 
population of the Roseate Tern/' 

Restoring the revetment has the added benefit of 
protecting the historic Bird Island lighthouse, a supple- 
mental goal of the proposed project. Revetment and Nest- 
ing Habitat Restoration (Alternative C) is the recommend- 
ed plan. Restoring the stone revetment would stabilize 
the shorefront and attenuate wave energy, protecting the 
island from all but extreme storm waves and reduce the 
rate of erosion of upland material. Sand from dredging 
the Cape Cod Canal Hog Island Channel, or other source, 
would be placed in the eroded and scoured areas inside 
the revetment. This material would restore appropri- 
ate substrates for nesting terns outside the range of tidal 
influence. 

The restored nesting areas would improve and 
expand Common Tern nesting areas within the revetment, 
reducing Common Tern encroachment into the higher 
elevation. Roseate Tern nesting areas. The project would 
allow the Roseate Tern population to increase without 
adversely affecting the Common Tern populations.

from 2001 to 2005 (provided by the Massachusetts Divi- 
sion of Fisheries and Wildlife), Bird Island currently sup- 
ports 750 Roseate Tern nesting pairs and 1,900 Common 
Tern nesting pairs. The proposed restoration alternative 
would provide a suitable substrate to increase the number 
of Roseate Tern nesting pairs to an estimated 1,157 and in- 
crease Common Tern nesting pairs to an estimated 2,893. 

"Three alternatives, including the No Action Al- 
ternative, were considered to restore tern-nesting habitat 
on Bird Island," Mr. Oliver said. Under the No Action 
Alternative, the island would lose at least 0.5 additional 
acres of suitable nesting area over the next 50 years. Un- 
der the second alternative (Alternative B), the revetment 
would be restored in the same general location to protect

and maintain the existing 1.5 acres of suitable tern nest- 
ing habitat; however, no restoration of eroded substrates 
would be conducted. 

The third alternative (Alternative C) involves 
stabilizing the revetment in the same general location and 
restoring just over one-half acre of substrate landward of 
the revetment, which would provide 2.2 acres of suit- 
able nesting habitat. Restored substrates in combination 
with management practices, including placement of nest 
boxes, would allow the Roseate Tern population to be 
maintained and eventually increase without adversely 
affecting the Common Tern populations. ''Alternative C 
provides a suitable substrate to increase the number of 
nesting pairs of Roseate Terns and Common Terns consis- 
tent with project goals and was therefore determined to be 
the recommended plan," Mr. Oliver said. 

Two other alternatives, aimed at expanding the 
island by 1 and 2 acres respectively, were eliminated from 
detailed evaluation in the report because of their potential 
impacts to aquatic habitats. 

Roseate Terns are very sensitive to disturbance 
during their nesting season and therefore, no construction 
activities will be scheduled on the island from April 7 to 
September 7 in any year. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service provided con- 
currence that the proposed project is likely to have only 
beneficial effects on the Roseate Tern and therefore, no 
formal consultation pursuant to Section 7 of the Endan-

Impacts to Essential Fish Habitat in the project 
area were avoided or minimized to the maximum extent 
practicable through the planning and design process.

The Omen. Starring Julia Stiles and Liev Sch- 
reiber. Directed by John Moore. Running time: 
110 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

For a while back in the '70s, horror movies had 
weighty things on their minds. Americans were con- 
cerned about the real presence of evil in the world 

— terrorism, an unpopular war, a widely hated president 

— so Lucifer himself, the fallen angel representing a 
fallen country, brought his brimstone stench into the- 
aters. Americans were afraid of their own children, so in many cases Satan 
took the form of a cherub. Americans were uneasy about the Middle East, 
so in films like The Exorcist (1973) and The Omen (1976), all the trouble 
started there — or, at least, all the spooky evidence was found there. 

Gee, how things have changed. 9/11, Columbine, an unpopular war 
in the Middle East — the stars, Mr. Thorn, I say unto you the stars have 
aligned for the ghastly return of the Adversary. Well, either that or June 
6, 2006 was a really cool release date for a remake of The Omen. 

As before, ambassador Robert Thorn (Liev Schreiber, in for Gregory 
Peck) and his wife Katherine (Julia Stiles replacing Lee Remick) find 
themselves the adoptive parents of the scowling young Anti-Christ — Da- 
mien (Seamus Davey-Fitzpatrick), who by all appearances is a perfectly 
normal five-year-old boy, but who is attended by a snarling black dog 
and a nanny named Mrs. Bay lock (Mia Farrow) who speaks of having 
been sent by "the agency." That would be, I presume, the famous Nannies 
from Hell Agency, established 1976 by Billie Whitelaw. (Thirty years 
experience protecting your hellchild from the sharp knives of Meggido. 
Call today!) 

The Omen was ridiculous in 1976 and it's ridiculous now. Richard 
Donner 's original film, an unstable mix of old-Hollywood pomp and post- 
Vietnam bloodletting, moves like a snail across an acre of flypaper; any 
residual affection attached to it by horror fans derives more or less solely 
from its freakish death scenes. For that, these days, we turn to the Final 
Destination series, which do the Omen series one better by making the 
villain Death himself. I will say that thirty years of special-effects evolu- 
tion have given us more realistic renditions of the church-impales-priest 
bit and the whoops !-there-goes-your-head bit. I can also testify that the 



final scene between the hapless Katherine and the ruthless Mrs. Bay lock 
plays out much more credibly here than in the original (wherein — not to 
spoil it — we did have to wonder, "Wait, whatl And she got away with 
it?"). 

Julia Stiles is a terrific actress in the right role, which isn't what she's 
got here. Stiles is twenty-five but could still pass for fifteen, and she will 
probably have to wait another ten years before seeming remotely believable 
— or comfortable — playing a mom. She may be too spiky a presence to 
exude maternal instincts, anyway. (While she may, if she chooses, make a 
fine real-life mother someday, it's all about how she comes across on film.) 
As for Liev Schreiber, he responds to the challenge of following Gregory 
Peck by going small and minimalist; Peck was certainly a stoic slice of 
ham, but he could get it together and get his voice up when necessary. 
Schreiber just lets the plot bulldoze him, a passive hero unconsciously 
aping Tom Hanks in The Da Vinci Code, trailing behind people who are 
always telling him what things mean. 

Omen '06 did bang-up business on June 6, perhaps owing to all the 
giggly teens and twentysomethings who responded as expected to the 
brilliant calendar marketing. Whether it has enough staying power to 
warrant remakes of 1978 's Damien — Omen II (the Anti-Christ as con- 
flicted teenager) and 198 1 's The Final Conflict (the Anti-Christ as Donald 
Trump) remains to be seen; it ranked fourth over the weekend, presumably 
abandoned by those who didn't want to be so unhip as to see it on June 
70 or something. Even if sequels are planned, though, the precedent of 
the 666 release date presents a practical problem: There won't be another 
opportunity for this kind of Gregorian synergy until June 6, 2106. That 
means any subsequent Omen movie will just have to come out on, like, 
a Friday. Bummer.
